Taft for prompt ratification of the 
treaty without reservations, there 
was littie doubt that the Chi 
convention would adopt a plank 
dorsing the refusal of the enh a 
ef the Senate to accept the treaty 
without the necessity of American 
safeguards. On the other hand, 
Democrats were badly split. it was 
pointed out that only twenty-one 
Democratic Senators had backed the 
President's demand for ratification 
“without change of meaning.” Three 
Democrats were unwilling to support 
the treaty because they considered 
the Lodge reservations inadequate 
to the protection of America. Twen- 
ty-three Democrats broke from the 
President's ranks and joined with 
the Lodee Republicans in trying to 
rat the treaty. even with the 
“nullifying” reservations. 

With such a wide divergence of 
views in the Democratic ranks, 
Democratic political seers took a 
pessimistic view of the outlook for 
*| harmony over the treaty issue at the 
San Francisco convention. 

They were agreed that President 
Wilson undoubtedly would endeavor 
te dominate the convention, and 
write a simon pure pro-treaty plank 
inte the platform. They were 
frankly fearful of the consequences 
of Mr. Wilson's wrath if he did not 
succeed, but most of them were even 
more fearful of what would happen 
if Democratic candidates were 
forced to go before their constitu- 
ents advocating Article X. nullifica- 
tion of the onroe doctrine, Brit-

SOUTH WITH WILSON. 

It was notable that of the nine- 
teen loyal Demecrats who stood un- 
finchingly behind the President. 
only two, Hitchcock and Johnson of 
South Dakota, hailed from North of 
the Mason and Dixon line. 

Senator Hitchcock is the admin- 
istration leader and is fighting Bryan 
in Nebraska, while Senator Johnson 
of South Dakota is retiring from the 
Benate this year.

OLITICS OF THE PRACE PACT. 
America’s greatest achievement since 
the revolution of 1776 has been sullied by 
that curse of all republics, the profegsional 


politician. The peace of victory, to win / 


which the American people gave 150,000 
lives and $30,000,000,000 of treasure, has 
been beaten by Democratic votes in the 
Senate. What our heroes won on foreign 
fields of battle, fighting with @ courage 
whose impact was irresistible,- has been 
frittered away in the squabbles of partisan 
politics. The people of the United States 
are paying a fearful price for making a bad 
choice of Federal representatives. The 
peace pact fiasco has caused our foes and 
allies alike to declare that representative 
government in this country, when put to 
the test, proved a failure. The valor of our 
troops is uneontested, but the bigotry and 
stupidity of the heads of the Federal gov- 
ernment furpass human understanding. 
America has declined to enter the edifice 
of the League of Nations whose corner: 
stone was laid by ber own President. Amer- 


ica bas feared to trust in diplomacy the. 


allies to whom she entrusted 3,000,000 of 
her sons In the stress of conflict. Our own 
alfies charge us, with a show of reason, 
with having broken faith. They consented 
to draft a peace treaty along lines dictated 
by President Wilson, although it required 
sacrifices which they made with extreme 
reluctan¢e, on the expectation that this 
country would take up its share of the bur- 
den of putting it into effect; and they now 
say, more in sorrow than in anger, that a 
government which refuses to honor the sig- 
nature of its Chief Executive is one in 
which no other country can impose confi- 
dence. They regard America as a country 
so divided against itself that its national 
pledges are without value. 

That is an ugly record to contemplate. 
Our defense that it was not written with 
malicious intent is but, a sorry one; for 
good intent is not a valid excuse for evil 
action. President Wilson and his political 
and personal enemies in Congress became 
so infuriated over their private and polit- 
ical differences that they were blinded to 
the effect of their action on the world. Cer- 
tain Senators were willing to bury the 
treaty, 
President's personal and political prestige 
in the same sepuicher. Maddened by em- 
bittered opposition where he expected only 
servile acquiescence, the President in a cold 
fury called upon the Democratic minority 
in the Senate to defeat the treaty, rather 
than to give his enemies the gratification 
of having modified certain of its terms 
against his will. He seems to have fallen 
into a pit digged for his enemies. 

Such unreasoned obstinacy on the part of 
one whose lofty utterances and unselfish 
ideals had caused him to be regarded as 
the tribune of the free peoples of the world 
is without historical parallel. President 
Wilson builded a temple of peace where 
all peoples might meet and cofhpose their 
differences. But, when his own people ob- 
jected to certain details of its interior dec- 
oration, he turned in wrath and barred its 
gates to them., While personal and polit- 
ical animosity was the seed from which 
the Senate opposition grew, the President 
was equally at fault when he failed to rise 
above personal considerations and view the 
peace treaty with that broad vision so char- 
acteristic of him during the progress of 
the war. 

But for the peremptory orders issued by 
the Presideiit to the Democrats in the Sen- 
ate to defeat the compromise reservations 
at any cost, the tréaty would now be rati- 
fied. He chose in the eleventh hour to 
stab his own offspring, preferring its death 
to adoption by his enemies; and he now 
stands before the céuntry and the world 
charged with the commission of a crime 
against the peace of the world. He asks 
that the treaty shall be made the issue of 
the coming nationa] campaign; but he must 
know that the treaty he negotiated is dead 
and that campaigns are not fought on dead 
issues. 

In his bitter opposition to ratification the 
President stood alone. The British and 
French governments had expressed their 
willingness to accept the Ledge reserva- 
tions. The leading statesmen of the country

CALLED BEYOND. 


Francis A. Seymour Expires 
After Life of Service. 
His the Longest Continuous 
Practice in this City. 


Was for Years a Leader in 
Religion, Philanthropy. 


Dr. Francis A. Seymour, 503 Vine 
street, a pioneer physician of this 
city, died yesterday after having 
maintained until a few days ago the 
longest unbroken fractice of medi- 
cine in the history of Los Angeles. 

@ was long prominent in charitable 
and religious work here, as a charter 
member and president of the Y.M, 
C.A. and the head of numerous oth- 
organizations. 

Dr. Seymour was born at Louis- 
ville, Ky.. June 10, 1843. During 
the Civil War he graduated in medi- 
cine and in 1864 became an acting 
assistant surgeon in the United 
States Army. He served at the Jef- 
ferson General Hospital, Jefferson- 
ville, Ind., the third hospital in size 
in the United States. 

After the war he resigned his gov- 
ernment position and Wag appointed 
assistant physician at the Western 
Insane Asylum of Kentucky, at Hop- 
kinsville, Ky. In 1866 he was mar- 
ried to Miss Eleanor Curran, daugh- 
ter of Dr. Robert Curran, and went 
to practice with his father-in-law 
at Jeffersonville, Ind. A little later 
he was elected associate professor 
of physiology .at the entucky 
Fehool of Medicine, and, later atill, 
lecturer on general pathology. 

of ill health, he removed 
with his fmily to California in 
1880, going first to Oakland and 
then coming to Los Angeles in 1882. 
He was in continuous practice here 
until the present month. 

Dr. Seymour had served here as 
president of the County Medica! As- 
sociation, associate editor of the 
Southern California Practitioner, 
President of the Y.M.C.A., a trus- 
tee of the First Methodist Church 
@uring nearly thirty years, the first 
president of the Door of Hope, pres- 
ident of the Seamen's Friend 8o- 
ciety, for many years president of 
the Southern California Bible So- 
ciety and after its absorption by 
the American Bible Society the lo- 
cal representative of that organiza- 
tion. He was for five years the pres- 
ident of the Humane Society and 
for the same length of time the 
president of the Society for the Pro. 
tection of ildren. 

In 1901 . Beymour's first wife 
died “ind fn 1906 he married Mrs. 
Pauline G. Curran, his sister-in-law. 
Besides the widow he leaves two 
children, Dr. Eleanor Seymour of 
this city and Charles F. Seymour, 4 
high school-teacher of Long Beach. 
A sister, Mrs. Mary E. Bliss, lives 
at Louisville, Ky... and a brother. 
Judge Charlies Bond Seymour, 
dean of the law department of the 
University of Louisville. 

Funeral services for Dr. Seymour 
will be conducted at 3 p.m., tomor- 
row at the Bresee chapel. The 
body will be cremated at Rosedale. 


INSPECTION OF APPLES. 


AMENDMENT TO STATE LAW IS 
DRAFTED BY GROWERS 
AT CONVENTION, 


F. W. Read, in charge of the local 
bureau of markets, returned yester- 
cay from the convention of apple 
producers and packers held in Wat- 
sonville from Wednesday to Friday 
of last week. At the meeting, said 
Mr. Read, an amendment to the 
etendard apple law was drawn up 
for presentation to the director of 
agriculture of California. The prin- 
cipal innovation embodied in the 
draft is a thorough shipping point 
inspection of apples in the Watson- 
ville, Sebastopol and Beaumont-Yu- 
caipa districts. Thig shipping point 
inspection will be made by trained 
inspectors to be paid at the rate of 
$10 per day. 

It is proposed that shipments of 
apples be accompanied .by a certifi- 
cate of inspection modeled very 
Closely after that of the bureau of 
markets certificate, and it is hoped 
that an effective co-operative work- 
ing arrangement will be mada with 
the Federal! inspection service so 
that the certificates to be issued will 
be accepted by inspectors in thé ter- 
minal markets as prima facie evi- 
dence that the goods are as repre- 
sented. 

This procedure, it is believed, will 
greatly facilitate the sale of Califor- 
nia apples to buyers at a great dis- 
tance from the shipping point by 
making the terms of the sale more 
certain. Such procedure, moreover, 
will materially enhance the price of 
apples to the grower without ad- 
vaneing prices to the consumer, by 
cutting out widely divergent mar- 
gins on the three grades now sold, 
it ie said. 

It was also recommended, but not 
adopted, that retailers be forbidden 
to sell apples Which do not measure 
up to C grade without distinctly 
labelling them as culls, and that re- 
tallers be requested to label all dis- 
plays of apples put on sale as Call- 
fornia fancy. California B grade or 
Califronia C grade, as the case 
may be. j

“Making the Best 
of Things” is the title of the new 
piece in which Mr. Warfield is etar- 


seems to be making good,” 
whimsically said the great actor yes- 


terday. “I was booked here for af 
eight-week run, but already we have 
decided to extend it to three months, 
maybe more. I'm not going to leave:

It 
may sound somewhat paradoxical, 
yet I believe it to be a fact—if these

—s priced higher the buyers would 
be standing in line to get them. 
BRISK SELLING. 
“In my opinion, based on what my 
recent inquiries have pointed to, 
we will see brisk land selling in all 
the fertile valleys tributary to Lost 
Angeles through this summer. While 
much of the selling so far this 
spring has been speculative, we are 
getting many trained farmers to the 
land, and this is a good sign 
L. B. Joralmon, vice- president of 
the Campbeil-Joralmon Company 
and one of the best-posted land men 
in Southern California. yesterday ex- 
pressed a similar belief, adding that 
the great factors that were influenc- 
ing the present land selling move- 
ment were moderate prices,” large 
crop yields and the widespread de- 
sire of farmers to profit by the cot- 
ton-growing prosperity in Southern 
California. Mr. Joralmon dismissed 
that bugaboo of some sections—tla- 
bor far ax it might af- 
fect the Imperial Valley, although 
admitting that a probable solution 
of California's agricultural labor 
problem will come through the im- 
portation, under «a legal 
ment, of Chinese coolie labor for 
term of years. 
PLENTY OF LABOR. 
“There are plenty of white, negro 
and Mexican farm laborers in the 
Imperial Valley right now, accord- 
ing to my reports,” he said. “In or- 
der to take care of the immense cot- 
ton area this coming season, Mexi- 
cans are being brought in from the 
cotton belt south of Mexico City, 
where the boll weevi] has made large 
inreads into that cotton country. 
These laborers are trained and are 
eager to get work here. We can get 
all we want of this type of laborer 
for $3 a day. 
“We all know that food stocks 
are low the world over, and this ex- 
plains why there is an urgent need 
to increase our farming areas. We 
are more fortunate in this respect 
in Southern California than in many 
Other sections because, instead of 


jseeing a movement away from the 


farms to the cities, we actually have 
in motion a siseable movement to- 
ward the soll. Never was there a 
Imperial county when the 
land was being so well tilled as it is 
today. More time and attention are 
given to proper tillage, such as sub- 
solling and pulverizing the soil and 
the preparation of seed. 
ALFALFA STAPLE. 

“We hear more emphasis on the 
Imperial Valley's cotton prospects, 
but it if @ fact that alfalfa will al- 
ways be a staple crop there. A 
greater part of the same land is ex- 
cellent corn land. While crop rota- 
tion ts always to be advised, it is a 
fact that it requires less attention 
and study in the Imperial Valley 
than in perhaps any other part of 
the United States because the water 
used for irrigation carries a large 
amount of fertilizing material that 
contains the necessary mineral and 
vegetable matter. However, owing 
to the fact that « large area of ~. 
valley is now being to vege 
tables, cotton and canteloupes which 
has been in alfalfa for twelve or fif- 
teen years, the question of crop ro- 
tation will not be of any consider- 
able moment for at least four or five 


years. 
“The area in alfaifa is being con- 
Stantly extended, and encourage- 


ment is being given live stock rais- 
ing. Probably half a million dollars’ 
worth of alfalfa seed haus been 
planted this year at an average price 
of 50 cents a pound.”

“With the universal acceptance of democ- 
racy and liberal thought tm tmtefnational 
relations, it is time that there should be a 
closer and better understanding between 
the two sations—let us have a real get- 
together movement—or to use & Western ex- 
pression—-let us rub elbows and get ac 
quainted. 


. “To facilitate the early realizat‘on of 
such a get-together movement, I wish to 
make the following suggestions: 

“That the diplomatic, consular and other 
official representatives, Japanese and Amert- 
can, including those of private concerns, be 
selected from men willing to give hearty 
co-operation towards cementing cordial rela- 
tions. 

“That scholarships maintained hy public 
and private funds be established in leading 
American and Japanese universities de- 
voted to the history and literature of both 
countrtes. 

“That Japanese university graduates, thor- 
oughly familiar with English, be allowed to 
matriculate in American universities for 
post graduate work without any qualifying 
examination or limitations.. 

“That trade and other commissions, com-

Peninsula Rich in Many 
Kinds of Minerals. 
LTHOUGH Lower California is known 
to be rich In minerals, the Mexicans 
have failed to develop its mining poss!bdill- 
thes and the only mining ip the land has 
Ween done with foreign capital. 

The copper mines of Ei Boteo, at Santa 
Réesalia on the gulf coast, are condacted on 
the largest scale of any mining enterprise 
in Lower California and exemplify the min- 
eral possibilities of the country. They are 
the property of a French company and have 
grown to be among the greatest copper pro- 
ducers in the world 

The Triunfo mines in the Cacachilas, 
operated by the El Progreso Mining Com- 
pany. an American concern, have been 
steadily productive for over fifty years. The’ 
matin output f« silver. 


Ta the center of the peninsula the largest 
mining plant is the properfy of the San Juan 
Minine Company, an American concern. 
The mills are located at Las Flores, off Los 
Angeles Bay. Since 1889 these mines have 
produced over $2 000,000 worth of silver ore 
and there are still great quan@ities in sight. 

At the mining camp of Calatiajuet gold, 
copper and silver have been found in close 
proximity. On the western slopes of San 
Pedro Martir Sierra American capital has 
brought water from the beights and done 
successful hydrautic mining for gold. Some 
twelve years ago the Rindge estate of Los 
Angeles installed an immense dredger at 
Tres Pinos and secured a large deposit of 
fine cold. From the San Fermando copper 
mine several thousand tons of copper ore 
have been extracted However, the prow 
pecting that has been done fh Lower Call- 
foruia bas been superficial and confined to 
limited sections near the main camtnos and 
water holes. The lack of coal and water is 
the most serious handicap of the miner. 

- Several thousand tons of onyx have been 
quarried near San Fernando. but the ex- 
pense of transportation is so great that little 
work hae béen done Both white and 
clouded marble have Been found in the 
wontral part of the peninselt. There are 
also vast beds of iron ore lying untouched. 
Sulphur has been found in the Cocupa 
Sierras. There. are traces of ofl, tin and 
asphaltum and lime is universally abundant. 
Great numbers of jewels have been found, 
also, including garnets, emeralds, topazes. 
tourmalines, beryls and opals. |

to Mexico. ‘Therefore, there was great sur- 
prise when it became known that the treaty 
of peace had torn asunder the Cal!fornias 
and restored the peninsula to Mexico. A*« a 
conrequence, many of those who had ac 
cepted the American occupation aw final 
were obliged to seek the protection of our 
fag. Fully 300 emigrated to Upper Call- 
fornia. They were aff indemmified by the 
American government.

The Ptople Are a Hundred 
Years Behind the Times. 


[a initiative, in energy and in 
appreciation of the necessity and con- 
tinuity of work, sensitive te the slightest 
cold, devoid of all adventurous instinct of ex- 
ploration, the natives of the peninsula are 
fully a hundred years behind their northern 
neighbors. Except on the border, where 
they have come in contect with American 
conditions, their entire iife is built upon the 
plane of the opening years of the nineteenth 
century. 

The population is about 30,000, but if the 
people of the twelve largest towns are 
lumped together, there are left about 5000 
scattered over the nearly 40,000,000 acres. 
Most of the inhabitants live in houses of 
adobe (sun-dried brick) or in shacks built of 
stakes or thatch. Santa Rosalia, a town of 
wood, is an exception. La Paz and En- 
senada, the capital, are adorned with credit- 
able public buildings. . 

Besides mining, the principal industries 
are cattleraising, the production of sugar 
cane and dates and the gathering ‘of tan 
bark. In San Ignacio Arroyo there are 56,900 
date palma and the native mille of half a 
dozen of the southern pueblos handle large 
crops of sugar gaue. The natives gather a 
large amount of fruit from the ¢acti. Of this 
aad the most highly prized is the pitahaya 


In additfon to cattle, many excellent mules 
are raised in Lower California. Horses are 
rarely used. The faithful burro is the prin- 
cipal means of transportation. Except for a 
few thousand in La Froutera, thefe are no 
domestic sheep in the country. In the south. 
ern part there are numerous flocks of goats. 
The largest cattle ranch on the peninsula 
comprises almost 1,000,000 acres. .

Livestock Outlook. 


RODUCERS of meat products, inquiring 
into the causes of the recent drop in 
the prices of beef, pork and mutton, have 
come to the conclusion that the lack of 
Federal government orders and the general 


crusade against the high cost of living are 


responsible for the recent decline. How- 
ever, they are not disheartened and believe 
that conditions will grow better and that 
the livestock raiser will get an adequate 
return for his investment of funds and labor. 
In this connection it is noted that there has 
been no genera] decline itn the retail prices 
of meat and producers suggest that fair 
price committees take particular cognizance 
of this situation 


Silver linings to the cloud which, now pre 
sents itself on the live-stock raising horizon 
are the increasing export demand for pork 
and the good domestic consumption of beef 
despite the cry against the high cost of 
food. England, France, Belgium and Ger- 
many still demand great quantities of pork 
products and this is expected to react fa 
vorably upon beef and mutton. The trade 
with the Orient in respect to meat products 
is growing. It is believed that conditions 
averse to the live-stock industry at present 
are only temporary, that many lessons may 
be learned from present conditions and that 
the livestock industry will emerge tn bet. 
ter shape than before. 

The high cost of feed, labor and land will 
compel the livestock raiser to grade up his 
herd and to use greater discretion when 
buying new stock. He will also Keep closer 
records of feeding and breeding and be 
able to know exactly the cost of gains 
Live-stock associations will help in this 
betterment by employing expert buyers and 
marketers.

which he deserted for high pay and short 
hours in a factory. 


AFTER THE COYOTE. 

A movement to enlist the support of the 
United States government in a campaign 
for the extermination of coyotes was 
launched a week ago at a meeting of cattle- 
men at St. Helena, Napa county. A resolu- 
tion was adopted urging that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture secure an appropria- 
fon from which to offer a bounty which 
would be in addition to that offered within 
the State. The resolution calls attention 
to the depredations of coyotes among live- 
stock and points out that the bounties paid 
by the counties are wholly insufficient to 
produce the desired results. : 


Many of the so-called “early” varieties of 
vegetables are often a disappointment in 
yield. Do not sacrifice quantity for ear- 
liness. The kinds that have stood the test 
of time are the safest to plant. 
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does not know the methods of curing and 
preserving meat. 

The average farmer sells his beef cattle 
or hogs to some buyer for a _ fraction of 
what he gets back in value per dollar when 
he buys his meat. He will sell a hog and 
buy back a ham, a side of bacon and a side 
of salt pork which will practically absorb 
the entire receipts for a live hog. 

As an example of this, the case of a neigh- 
bor of the writer may be cited. Having two 
fat hogs he called in a “buyer” who offered 
him $40 for them. The offer was indig- 
nantly declined. He dressed them, sold the 
meat to his neighbors at about two-thirds 
of the price charged by the meat markets 
and received a little over $105 in cash, ate 
some of the meat fresh. salted some and 
rendered out two crocks of lard. Allowing 
the same price for what he used as he re- 
ceived for what he sold, he received three 
times as muth as the “buyer” offered him. 

But, they say, we cannot keep the meat. 
Evidently most of the American people are 
not familiar with the old country methods 
of canning and sealing meat so as to keep 
it in a practically fresh-meat condition. 
We do not go without peaches because we 
cannot raise them in the winter. Neither 
need we go without meat because we have 
not the elaborate refrigerator system of the 
packers. 

ONE ON THE PACKERS. 

We can all kinds of meat, fish and vege- 
tables on our little farm in the Burbank 
section and after months in the cans they 
are as acceptable as the fresh article.

readily, pack the jars with the meat, pour 
the broth or stock into the jars to fill them 
full, place the jars in the cooker and pro- 
coed as you would with fruit. It usually re- 
quires about three hours to cook thoroughly 
and sterilize completely so it will seal and 
keep. We seal with self-sealing lids and find 
wide-mouth jars preferable for meat 


Another fine method is to get some cheap 
cuts of beef and pork (trimmings will do 
as well as solid chunks and are usually 
cheaper.) If the pork is rather lean. use 
half and half; if fat, use one-third pork and 
two-thirds beef. Trim out the bones and 
boi] them for a heavy broth. Run the meat 
through a meat cutter, make up into balls 
and brown in the oven. Fill the jar nearly 
full, pour over it the broth and fat. being 
sure there is from three-eighths to one-half 
inch of fat over the meat. Steam and seal 
as usual. The fat will harden over the top, 
forming an air-tight covering which will 
keep the contents indefinitely. When want- 
ed for use, place the jar in hot water till 
the fatamelits. Serve as desired. We heat

CANS GOATS AND ROOSTERS. 

We keep goats, and dress two or three 
each year for meat. We roast the legs, 
shouldérs and suitable parts, put it up in 
cans by the first method, and months after. 
ward have cood meat whenever we want it. 

Fish can be prepared in the same Way, 
When the run of yellowtail or other lar 
food fish is on, prices are low. Get a large 
fish, clean thoroughly. then cut into as large 
pieces as will go in the cans (larze-mouth: 
jars preferred.) add seasoning and pack the 
jar as full as possible. Place these jars in 
your canner or cooker, and cook for about 
three hours, then seal. When you want a 
nice piece of boiled fish or a chowder and 
the fish market is five or ten miles away. 
how convenient to go to your stock of 
canned fish, open.one and in a few minutes 
(for it is already cooked) have a nice dish 
ready. Then the economy, for buying your 
raw materials at the proper season the price 
is much lower than when out of season.

NBVER BUYS VEGETABLES.

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FOR THAT “FORBIDDEN 
THE LUSCIOUS-WINE GRAPE. 


HE laws of man and nature do nut al 
ways agree, and though the making of 
wine has been prohibited, Nature still 
goes on with her work of growing the juicy 
grapes, and the growers of California who 
spent years of toil and many ‘shekels to 
bring their vineyards into bearing, sup- 
ported by the scientific encouragement of the 
nation and State, now find themselves com- 
pelled to solve the problem of continued ex- 
istence. Within a few months hundreds of 
thousands of tons of wine grapes will be 
loading down the vines, and to exchange 
them for good coin of the realm some new 
and useful purposes must be discovered for 
this fruit. 

What shall be done with our wine grafes? 
Shall they be dried and shipped to more hos- 
witable shores for winemaking purposes, as 
tras done in France during the phylloxera 
wrisis when millions of galions of wine were 
sade in Cette and Marseilles from dried 
-apes imported from Turkey and Greece’ 
this solution seems too difficult of fulfill- 
nent, and the sale of dried grapes for home 
wine making in this country seems out of 
the question under the dry laws. 

The most promising solution, apparently, 
that has been suggested so far has been that 
of converting the wine grapes into grape 
syrup for table use, and for the making of a 
beverage that has all of the qualities of wine 
except the illegal “kick.” The market for 
table syrups Is an enormous one, as disclosed 
by the large numbers of different brands ad- 
vertised and the large volume of their sales, 
and a table syrup that retained all of the pe- 
euliar aroma and flavor of the grape ought io 
be able in time to successfully compete with 
maple syrup and most of the cheaper kinds 
of table syrup 

THE GRAPE IN HISTORY. 

The grape hag furnished food and drink 
for the people ring all the eras of which 
we have any record, and during biblical 
times the juice of the grape was an imypor- 
tant part of every feast and an essential 
food for the family. The wonderful story ef 
how Christ turned water into wine at the 
wedding ceremony is typical of the impor- 
tance placed upon the grape in the cere- 
monial and daily life of the people of those 
times. And that place has not been s6ur- 
rendered in the ages that have intervened 
since biblical days, and the food values 
and palatable and refreshing flavors of the 
grape are so firmly established in popular 
favor that it seems inconceivable that the 
viticultural industry of the Pacific Coast 
should not survive the present difficulty. 

Grape syryp is not a new nor an untried 
thing, for Galen, the Greek physician and 
writer, who lived in the second century 
after Christ, tells us that many of the 
Asiatic wines were gtored in bottles and 
hung if the corner of fireplaces until the 
heat had evaporated most of the moisture 
and a thick syrup was produced. The Ro- 

ans, likewise, had a method of heating 

eir grape juice until it was reduced to one- 
half or one-third of its original volume, and 
became a syrup, known as “sapa,” which 
was used to spread on bread. In Armenia, 
‘and some of the Balkan states, it has long 
been the custom of the people to boil a larze 
proportion of their grape juice until a thick 
syrup was made, for home use. In this 
country, practically every large winery 
made a certain amount of grape syrup each 
season, for sweetening various wines. but 
none of this was marketed for table use. 

PROMISING NEW PROCESS. 

One of the principal reasons why grape 
syrup has not been marketed as such in 
the past is the methods used in producing 
it. Most of the grape syrup made in the 
wineries was produced by boiling the 
fresh grape juice in open kettles, or in 
semi-vacuum tanks, until the excess 
moisture was driven off in the form of 
steam, and with it practically all of the de- 
licious flavor and peculiar aroma of the va- 
riety of grape used. The resultant product, 
@while it retained the 21 to 28 per cent. of 
sugar contained in the grape, was merely 
a neutral sweet syrup, with no distinctive 
flavor, and if sold at all, it would have to 
compete with the numergus corn syrups or 
other cheap varieties which are artificially 
flavored. 

At a hearing held ® Oakland, in Septom- 
ber, 1918, called Uy the State Board of Viti- 
cultural Commissioners to discuss 
for saving the wine-grape industry, it de- 
veloped that a new process for making 
xrape syrup has been perfected that prom- 
isea to revolutionize that industry and 
make possible the placing on the market a 
syrup that retains all of the distinctive and 
delightful flavor and aroma of the particu- 
lar variety of grape used, and that this new 
grape syrup can be made in commercial 
quantities to successfully compete. in price 
and quality with any other table syrups 
now on the market. 

The man who has developed this new 
process is Mr. Mibran K. Seraflian, an Ar-

menian by birth, but a resident and citizen 
of California for many years. For over 
nineteen years, Mr. Serailian thought about 
and experimented with the different varie- 
ties of grapes in an endeavor to save the 
distinctive taste of the grape and make it 
available in a durable form. He Was pecu- 
liarly well equipped to carry on his expert 
ments, for his father was engaged in the 
manufacture of perfumes from flowers in 
Armenia, and the young son was taught the 
art of distillation of the delicate odors of 
Nature. In his native country. young Se- 
raillan also observed the custom of making 
grape syrup during vintage time, and 
primitive as were the methods then used, 
they served as a foundation upon which to 
start his experiments. 

In discussing the making of grape syrup 
at the Oakland conference in 1918, Mr. Se- 
railian said: 


“I have tried for the last eighteen years 
to solve this problem. I tried eighteen 
years ago to make grape syrup, but have 
encountered all sorts of obstacles which I

WHAT MANUFACTURERS THINK. 

In discussing the kind of competition 
that grape syrup would have to meet when 
placed on the market, several expert sugar 
and syrup men gave it as thetr opinion that 
to be a success grape syrup would have to be 
marketed as a_ distinctive product, desir- 
able for its peculiar flavor or other quality. 
in the words of Mr. Lowe of the California- 
Hawaiian Sugar Company, “if we are going 
to make a syrup it will have to be a syrup 
far more desirable than anything else on 
the market and if you could retain the 
flavor of the grape it would be far more ce- 
sirable than any glucose syrup. Maple 
syrup is more desirable because of its own 
flavor and a grape syrup would be in the 
same class.” 

In the opinion of H. L. Kimball of the 
Pacific Coast Syrup Company, grape syrup 
as a strictly commercial sweet syrup, would 
have to compete with glucose or corn 
syrup, Which is ordinarily sold at a price 
less than the cost of manufacturing grape 
syrup. But if that grape syrup has some 
pecullar flavor for which the public will buy 
it as a table syrup, there is no limit to the 
price the public will pay to get that syrup, 
just as it now pays fancy prices for the 
real maple syrups of New England. 

That the making of a grape syrup retain- 
ing the distinctive flavors of the fresh 
grapes is possible on a commercial scale 
has been demonstrated by -a number of 
California business men, who have under- 
taken to develop the Serailian process. One 
of the big wineries of the California Wine 
Association near Fresno has been pur- 
chased, machinery installed, and consid- 
erable quantities of the finished grape 
syrup preduced, the quality of which is said 
by those who have tasted it, to be equal to 
that of any table syrup on the market.

Another class of materials applied by 
citrus growers at this season of the year are 
those containing calcium, including lime 
and gypsum. Several different forme of 
the former are used extensively—ground 
limestone, sugar beet lime, air slaked lime 


The effleacy of ground 
limestone depends largely upon the fineness 
with which it is ground. Five tons of 200- 
mesh ground limestone to the acre is con- 
sidered a good application. Sugarbeet 
lime, available in much larger quantities 
fresh, consists principally of calcium car- 
bonate. It also contains small amounts of 
nitrogen and other elements, and its fine- 
ness adds to its desirability. This material 
and air slaked lime are generally applied 
in amounts of four or five toms per acre.

The best crops to plow under for green 
manure, on the reclaimed desert, are cow- 
peas, soy beans, sweet clover, rye and cor 
ghum. Any of these crops may be planted 
in the spring and plowed under in June in 
time to plant a crop of sorghum or corn in 
July. tm this way a season's Crop is not 
lost, and the soil is benefited.

food turnished by the farm is an important 
factor in determining, also, the net income 
of the farm. The degree to which the farm 
is furnished with a variety of food is one 
of the best tests of efficiency in farm man- 
agement. When a farmer makes a practice 
of growing the family food largely on the 
farm this item often has a value equal to 
the interest on investment, or rent for the 
entire farm of moderate size. 

The average cost of food, fuel and shelter 
on farms in the San Fernando Valley has 
been found by the farm agent to be $526 per 
year. Approximately 70 per cent. of this

ONE-HORSE TRACTORS 
HELP IN GARDENING. 


One great drawback in setting out a 
vegetable plot of some size is the labor 
necessary to spade up or plow the land, 
and to hoe and cultivate the plants after 
they have appeared above the surface. 
Affany persons would turn vegetable grow- 
ers on a considerable scale if they had a 
vacant lot or two or an available acre all 
plowed up so that the seed could be sown 
without much labor. Here is where the 
garden tractor steps in. This little ma- 
chine, which does the work of one horse, 
is excellent for the vegetable . and 
for the orchardist. The initial cost and up- 
keep are small. The garden tractor plows, 
harrows, cultivates and seeds, pulls the 
lawn mower, sprays the fruit trees, and 
does the light hauling around the farm or 
residence. When you are through plowing 
with the garden tractor, you don’t have to 
unharness it, water it, put it in the barn, 
feed it and curry it. Many buy these lit- 
tle tractors and make a good living plow- 
ing up other folks’ vegetable plots.

be made to secure as much of this material 
as possible and put it directly upon the land 
where intensive crops are to be grown. The 
plan of having a compost heap in one corner 
of the garden where everything in the 
nature of manure can be piled and com- 
posted together is a good one. Into this 
pile should go all weeds that do not bear 
objectionable seeds, pieces of sod, clippings 
from the lawn, leaves and manure. By turn- 
ing the pile at intervals, a rich, mellow ma- 
terial is produced which ts sultable for top 
dressing the garden soil. Owing to the lim- 
ited quantity of manure available at present 
its use should be restricted to those crops 
that make a quick growth and require plenty 
of fertility in the soll.
